THE DEAD GENERAL. 
fHHow Sheridan Surrendered to 
the Grim Conqueror, 


THE SCENE AROUND THE BEDSIDE. 


Preparations for the Funeral—Where the 
Body Will be Buried—The Ceremonies 
—Telegrams of Condolence. 


Nonauitt, August 6.—All through yester- 
day General Sheridan had been in unusually 
good spirits, laughing and. chatting with his 
brother and others members of his family. At 
7:30 Dr. Matthews said the general was doing 
go well that there would probably be no bulle- 
tins issued for a week. ) 

After dinner at the hotel] Mrs. Sheridan car- 
gied down to the general a large siice of roast 
beef. which he ate with apparent relish. He 
dozed off a bit during the afternoon, but 
awoke at supper and then went to sleep again. 
Unfavorable symptoms made their appearance 
go unexpectedly and were so rapid in develop- 
ment that the children were aroused barely in 
time to take a last look at their dying father. 

THE DEATH SCENE. 

With the general at the death bed were 
Mrs. Sheridan, Mary, Louise, Irene and 
Philip, the children; Colonel Sheri- 
dan, his {brother.’ with his wife, 
Sisters Justinia and Urban, and Doctors 
O’Reilly and Mathews. Mrs. Sheridan and 
the nurses were on their knees in prayer as the 
spirit departed. Mrs. Colonel Kellogg, a dear 
friend of the family, arrived just a moment 
after the last breath was drawn and assisted 
Mrs. Sheridan to her feet, when she closed the 
eyes of the deceased. 

EMBALMING THE BODY. 

At? a.m. the embalmers were in possession 
of the body. Uptoa,late hour nothing had 
been decided as to the place of interment, but 
it is thought the body may be taken to Illinois, 
where the general has a family lot and where 
his mother is buried. IUustrative of the con- 
fidence felt by Mrs. Sheridan in the ultimate 
recovery of her husband, it may be stated that 
only a few days ago she sent to Chicago money 
to pay off a small mortgage on real estate own- 
ed by the general in that city, and that she 
had made some preliminary arrangements 
witha view to the permanent removal of the 

eneral from Nonquitt early in Séptember, 

earinig that the cold winds of autumn might 
retard what she hoped would be his speedy re- 
storativu to health. 


THE FUNERAL TRAIN. 


A Special Carfrom New Bedford to Wash- 
ington. 

Nonquitt, Magss., August 6.—It was this 
morning substantially arranged that General 
Sheridan’s remains will be transported to 
Washington in a special car to leave New Bed- 
ford Wednesday, and that the funeral services 
will be held in St. Mathews’ church as soon as 

ossible thereafter, either Thursday or Friday. 
The work of embalming the general’s body 
was begun atan early hour this morning. 
General Sheridan has repeatedly expressed a 
strong dislike of display in funerals, and in ac- 
cordance with his wishes and those of Mrs. 
Sheridan, the ceremonies in Washington are 
to be as simple as possible. The funeral, how- 
ever, will of course be a military one. 

AT ARLINGTON CEMETERY. 
interment will be made at the 
Arlington military cemetery, near 
Washington, Saturday if assurance 
can be obtained that his wife and children 
may be given a resting place beside him. 
SYMPATHY FOR THE WIDOW. 

Messages of condolence to Mrs. Sheridan are 
seni at Nonquitt this morning from ail 
parts of the country. They are forwarded by 
telephone from New Bedford, the nearest tele- 
graph station. Mrs. Sheridan bears up with 
great self control, butis terribly grief-stricken, 
the shock having been intensified by reason of 
cheering reports and the apparently cheerful 
outlook of the last few days. 

HOW HE DIED. 

It is learned today that the symptoms of re- 
newed heart failure began some forty minutes 
before the general’s death, although no ng 
ble exertion owas spared to ring 
him out of it by the vigorous application 
of all the known remedies, the general’s con- 
dition was apparently not more dangerous than 
it had been on a number of former occasions, 
when the remedies a their pur- 
pose. Injections of digitalis, applications of 
mustarc plasters,the use of ammonia and the re- 
peated application of a powerful galvanic bat- 
tery were employed last night, but all proved 
unavailing, even to arouse the general from 
the state of complete mental unconsciousness 
into which he fellscon after the first symptoms 
of recurring heart failure, and in which he re- 
mained until he drew his last breath. 

Arrangements For the Funeral. 

Nonogurit, Mass., August 6.—From Colonel 
Sheridan it was learned that the arrangements 
for funeral so far as they have been completed 
ere as follows: 

The funeral party will start from Nonquitt 
on Wednesday evening by a special boat for 
New Ledford, and President Shoate, of the 
Old Colony line, has’ tendered the use ofa 
special train from New Bedford to LBos- 
ton, and by this the party will 

roceed direct. Vice-President Frank 

‘hompson, of the Pennsylvania railroad, has 
tendered the use of special train ftom New 
York to Washington, and the party will go by 
the New York and New England, the Penn- 
sylvania, eastern connection to New York, 
and thence to Washington. No services will 
be held at Nonquitt. The governor of Massa- 
chusetts sent an offer to Mrs. Sheridan to fur- 
nish a guard of honor to actas an escort, but 
Mrs. Sheridan declined the offer. General 
Schotield has been telegraphed to by Mrs. 
Sheridan to come and take charge of the 
funeral. He previously sent word that it 
would be impossible for him to come, but a 
telegram received later announces that he has 
changed his mind and will be present. 
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THE NEWS AT OAKVIEW. 


The 
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President Cleveland Informed of Sheridan's 
Death. 

Wasuinaton, August 6.—The president 
was informed of the death of General Sheri- 
dan this morning, and immediately sent the 
following dispatch to Mrs. Sheridan: 

WASHINGTON, August 6.—To Mrs. Sheridan, Non- 
quitt, Mass., via New Bedford—White the nation 
mourns its loss and shares your sorrow, let me ex- 

ress to you my personal grief and most sincere con- 
olence. (Signed. ) GROVER CLEVELAND, 

The flags on all public buildings, hotels and 
many business houses, are at halt-mast out of 
respect to the memory of General Sheridan. 

he president received the first information 
of General Sheridan's death by a telephone 
message sent to him at Oakview from the 


white house by Colonel Lamont, who arrive‘ | 


there about 8:30 o’clock this morning. The 
president had decided to remain at Oakvietv 
during the day, but this news altered his plans, 
andhe decided to come intothe city. He 
reached the white house about 10:45 o'clock, 
and sent word for the secretary-of-war to meet 
him at the white house. In the meantime the 
following executive order was issued: 

EX CUTIVE MANSION, Washington, August 6, 1888. 
As a mark of respectto the memory of General 
Sheridan the president directs that the national 
flag be displayed at half-mast on all buildings ofthe 
executive departments in the city of Washington 
until after his funeral shall have taken place.

MILITARY ARRANGEMENTS. 


Smeueeteemeenmemneiendiantatiadiet 
General Schofield in Charge of the Military 
Programme. 

WaAsntIncton, August 6.—The president lias 
directed Major-General Schofield to take 
charge of the military arrangements for the 
funeral of General Sheridan and to consult 
Mrs. Sheridan’s wishes on the subject. He 
countermanded the previous order for General 
Schofield to come to Washington and he will 
go to Nonquitt instead. Colonel Lamont says 
another order will be issued closing the execu- 
tive departments on the day of the funeral. 
The president sent the following message to 
congress at 12 o'clock: 

To the Senate and House of Kepresentatives—It 
becomes my painful dutv to announce tothe con- 
gresyand people of the United States the death of 
Phillip H. Sheridan, general of the army, which be- 
curred at a late hour Jast pightat his summer home 
in the state of Massachusetts, 

The death of this valiant soldier and patroitic 
son of tlie republic, though his long iliness has been 
regarded With anxiety, has nevertheless shocked 
the country and caused wniversal griet. He had 
established for himself a stronghold in the Learts of 
his fellow-countrymen, who soou (aight tie true 
meaning and purnose of his soldierly devotion and 
heroic temper, His intrepid courage, his steadfast 
patriotism, and the generosity of his nature inspired 
with peculiar warmth the admiration of all the 
people. Above his grave aficction forthe man and 
price in hisachieyements will strugele for the mas- 
tery and too much honor cannot be accorded to one 
who was so richly endowed with all the qualities 
which make his death a ational loss,

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BEATEN TO DEATH.

A Miner’s Wife Dies From the Effects of a 
Whipping. 

sIRMINGHAM, Ala., August 6.—[Special.]— 
Amos Miller, a miner twenty-five years old. 
was arrested and jailed here about midnight 
last night for one of the most brutal crimes on 
record. 

Miller lived at Warrior, asmall mining town 
twenty miles north of this city, and had been 
married about two years. Saturday he became 
enraged with his wife about some trivial imat- 
ter and gave her a terrible beatins, from the 
effects of which she died yesterday. 

The murder was a deuble one, as the woman 
would in ashort time have given birth toa 
child. Miller tled to the city immediately 
after whipping his wife to escape the ven- 
geance Of an indignant community. He did 
not hear of his wife’s death until he was arrest- 
ed last night. The feeling against the brutal 
murderer is intense, but there are no fears of 
lynching.

WasHineton, August 6.—In the senate, Mr. 
Fdmunds and Mr. Vance discussed the fisher- 
ies treaty. 

Mr. Blair introduced. a joint resolution, 
which went to the committee on foreign tela- 
tions, requesting the president to open nego- 
tiations with her Britanic majesty and with 
the different provinces of Canada looking to 4 
political union between Canada and the 
United States. 

Mr. Jones offered a resolution instructing 
the finance committee to investigate the al- 
leged trust in cotton bagging. The resolution 
went over until tomorrow. 

The president's message announcing the 
Sheridan having been pre- 
sented and read, Mr. Hawley rose and said:

Encke's Comet.

I THE BULL-PENS AGAIN. 


Red-Hot Antagonism of the Peo- 
ple to the New-Fanged Idea. 


WHAT THE PEOPLE SAY ABOUT IT 


The Democracy Aroused—The Grand Mass 
Meeting at the Artesian Well Tonight 
—~Frank Rice Will be There. 


Yesterday was a very warm day. 

The quicksilver qaivered in the nineties. 

There were a good many warm things in the 
city. 

But the warmest thing by all odds in this 
county was the democratic party. 

It was red hot over the action of the county 
executive committee. 

And it is still throwing off sparks as big as a 
bull-pen- 

Mofion always produces heat and this is one 
big reason why the people were so hot. 

The people were certainly moving yester- 
day. Their tongues were wagging; their 
arms were gesticulating: their heads were 
shaking. The people were upin arms and 
moving—and the movement was right square 
against the action ofthe majority of the county 
executive committee, who by their unprece- 
dented conduct on Saturday, have outraged 
public sentiment. 

There can be no mistake about this. 

Public opinion is a powerful thing even in 
its quieter mood, but when fuily aroused it 
becomes terrible, taking on the resistless fury 
of the flaming lava as it rushes down the sides 
of a volcano. 

This seething lava, to continue the meta- 
phor, often sweeps away whole cities. 

How then can afew bull-pens, raised by a 
handful of misguided men, hope to stand the 
racket? 

The unterrified democracy are on the war- 
path and no mistake. 

In the workshops where brawny democrafs 
swing their hammers; in the stores where 
fiows the arteries of trade; in the counting 
rooms where sit the thoughtful financiers; 
around the carshed where scores of railroad 
men gather; on the street corners where the 
politicians chatter; in the crowded rotundas at 
the hotels; among the firemen, among the 
police, among the-hackmen, the draymen, 
among the thousands engaged in every form of 
labor in this great city, and among the horny- 
handed tillers of the soil in the county outside, 
was but one sentiment—a perfect storm of in- 
dignation over the high-handed action of the 
executive committee in inviting the people 
into the bull-pens. 

An interesting phase yesterday was the con- 
duct of numbers of the conservative prohibi- 
tionists, who were as loud m their denuncia- 
tion of the action of the committee as any- 
body else. 

One of these gentlemen, Mr. I. S. Mitchell, 
the vice-chairman of the Fulton county demo- 
cratic executive committee, in obedience to 
the wishes of the people, has called a mass 
meeting of the democracy of the county to 
ratify or change the action of the executive 
committee. 

The meeting will be held tonight at the 
artesian well for the reason that no hallin At- 
lanta will hold one-fifth of the crowd which 
will attend it. 

It is safe to say that this mass meeting will 
be the biggest demonstration of the kind ever 
held in Atlanta. 

The people will not be driven into bull pens 
at acertain hour and kept locked up until 
each and every man has been allowed to vote, 
but they will turn out as freemen and stand 
under the stars and drink in the fresh air of 
heaven. 

There will be room enough for all, and 
while 8 o’clock is the hour for assembling, 
those who get there after that hour will not be 
“shut out’? by any manner of means, but will 
be cordially welcomed by their democratic 
brethren to all the privileges of the meeting. 

The size of the crowd tonight will be an 
overwhelming illustration of the fact that there 
are not one-tenth euough bull pensin this 
county to hold.the democracy of oldjfulton and 
the enthusiastic action of the meeting will 
show beyond a doubt that the democracy have 
no idea of going into the bull pens next Friday 
night, because they are not that kind of cattle. 

A splendid brass band will dlscourse sweet 
music—but they will not play the bull pen 
march—though they may strike up the primary 
quickstep Just to please the people. 

The meeting will be addressed by a number 
of the mosteminent democrats in the county, 
and it goes without saying that the majority of 
the executive committee will be roasted alive, 
so to write. 

Another phase of the situation is this. A 
large number of gentlemen who were hereto- 
fore strongly opposed to Mr. Frank P. Rice 
were heard to say yesterday that, becouse of 
the bull pen outrage, they will now vote for 
him. 
Mr. Rice Will Have Nothing to Do With 

the Sweat Box Method. 
‘‘Have you heard the people express them- 


selves ?”’ 

‘‘Yes,I have heard two men who favored the 
sweat box plan. Oue said he was a third party 
man,and the other said he was not a democrat,” 

“What is your objection to the Bull Pen 
Plan?” 

“One of my objections is that it disfranchises 
large numbers of people, and deprives them of 
their choice of a public officer. It disfran- 
chises all classes of men who cannot come out 
after night, such as printers, firemen, police- 
men. Ihe firemen can’t leave their engine 
houses; the police cannot leave their beats: 
printers cannot leave their cases. The work- 
ing people would have to knock off at three 
o’elock in the afternoon. get supper and start 
out immediately and secure a position in the 
bull pen or be disfranchised. When aman 
does a hard day’s work he does not want to be 
packed in a box like a sardine in order to ex- 
ercise his legal franchise. I |would not accept 
an office unless I believed I was the clear 
choice of the people. This is all that I asked 
of the democratic executize committee, to 
give me a chance to learn the will of the peo- 
ple at a primary.”’ 

“Then you say you will have nothing to do 
with the bull pen meetings?” 

“No, sir; LE will have nothing to do with 
them, and ask my friends to have nothing to 
do with them.” 

‘‘Have you seen the call for the mass meeting 
at the artesian well ?”’ 

“Yes; the whole county is alive on it, and it 
will be the largest meeting ever heid in this 
county.”’ 

‘Will you be there” 

“T most certainly shall, and the democracy 
will be there in large numbers, and don’t you 
forget it. ‘The people are waked up on this 
subject.” 

A Piece of Unwritten History. 

Here isa bit of unwritten history which 
strongly goes to show that the Smith resolu- 
tions were “fixed up” at a caucus of the ma- 
jority held before the regular meeting of.the 
committee on Saturday. 

Mr. Josiah Carter, a member of the commit-

| tee, who has since tendered bis resiguation, 


| reached the city court room a few minwtes be- 
fore the committee was called to order. A 
gentleman whom Mr. Carter did not know 
approached him and said: 

“Were you at the meeting?” 

“No,” said Mr. Carter, “‘What meeting?” 

“Why, the meeting held at ten o'clock this 
morning. Just wait awhile and you'll heas 
from it.’’ 

Shortly after this dialogue'Chairman Mitchs 
ell called the committee to order, and just as 
soon as the matter of proxies was settled, Mr. 
Smith arose and offered the resolutions 
were long, written on a typewriter, and every- 
thing about them suggested previous prepara- 
tion. Itis certain that the resolut’ons cou'd 
not have been gotten up in the meeting of the 
committee, and it is clear that they were born 
in a caucus, because the subject matter is too 
varied to have been gotten up by anyone man. 

Another point. Just as soon as Mr. Walter 
Brown offered his substitute calling for a pri- 
mary election, Mr. Brotherton bounced upand 
said: 

“Mr. Chairman, I move to lay the substitute 
on the table.” 

Thus making a motion with a view to shut 
off debate, a motion to-clear the way for the 
passage of a set of long resolutions of the most 
important character which had just been read 
and which the committee had not even hada 
chance to discuss. 

Then immediately upon the defeat of the 
Brown substitute the previous question was 
called on the Smith resolutions. 

Then just as soon as the committee reasseme 
bled at four o’clock, Mr. Gray called the 
previous question, although the object of the 
adjournment was understood to be the consid- 
eration of the question of a conference. 

These facts, considered in connection with 
another important fact, towit, that themajori- 
ty persistently rejected everything that was 
offered, except the Smith resolutions, and 
made not a siugle move to amend them in any 
inanner, shape or ferm go to show that the 
Smith resolutions were cut and dried and 
caucussed over and agreed upon at a previoug 
ineeting. 

Aud of course all of this was manifestly un- 
fair, and in the nature of a snap jddgment on 
the re& of the committee. 

p What They Say. 

Mr. Sam Akernathy, a member of the execu- 
tive committee from the country, says: “The 
people in the country feel outraged at the 
action of the committee, and will not support 
it. They regard that action as unwise, undem- 
ocratic and uncalled for.’’ 

Mr. E, P. Chamberlin, a prominent prohi- 
bitionist, said yesterday: “I came up from 
Edgewood this morning and everybody. on the 
train was violently denouncing the action of 
the committee.”’ 

Collector Crenshaw says: ‘“‘The action of 
the committee is a reflection upon the honesty 
of every democrat in Fulton county. The 
majority of the committee have- shown that 
they are afraid to trust their own party.” 

Mr. Henry Harris, Jr., says: ‘The worst 
enemies of the man who will receive the nom- 
ination of the bull pen crowd could not have 
done their candidate more harm than his own 
friends have done him.” 

Hon. Mark Hardin: “That mass meeting 
tonight will bury that executive committee 
deeper than an executive comumiittee was ever 
buried in Georgla, See if they don’t.” 

And thus they all talked. 

The Press Opens Fire. 

The press of the city is united in its stand 
against the action of the committee. The 
Evening Journal of yesterday appealed to the 
committee in the name of the democratic 
party to undo what it had done, saying: 
executive committee can save the party. 
hope they have the courage to do so. It will 
be far braver for them to yield to the popular 
demand for a primary than to stand out, wed- 
ded to their private views.”’ Continuing, the 
Journal says: 

That there have been frauds at primaries every 
one admits. But the primary, when well guarded, 
has been considered the fairest means for ascertain- 
ing the democratic choice. If there were no Iinter- 
est and no feeling in the contest for senator, mass 
meetings might satisfy the people, but when the in- 
terest is deep and the campaign exciting itis un- 
wise to offer a new and untried plan for a nomina- 
tion, the mere so as the proposed plan has some 
serious defects. The people expected a primary. 
The committee has refused to order one, and has 
substituted a plan which the people regard with 
great disfavor. Asa resuit there is a strong feeling 
in favor of a revolt. 

Jt is almost certain that independents will rus 
against any candidate nominated under such a plan 
a: that proposed by the committee. The tendency, 
therefore, is toward disruption and disorganization, 
which is exceedingly unfortunate. A well guarded 
primary would have given satisfaction. ‘Tne un- 
tried experiment which has been proposed will not, 
The committee has made a mistake, an honest mis- 
take, no doubt, but a serious mistake, nevertheless, 
Lhe feeling against the mith resolutions is wide- 
spread and bitter, and there isno time to be lost im 
correcting the error that has been made. 

For the gratification of individual views, it will 
not do to precipitate a breach so wide that time cam 
scarcely heal it. 

The evening Capital likewise assails the - 
work of the committee as unwise and danger- 
ous to the welfare of the pariy. ‘Lhe Capital 
editorially says: 

To suppose that the people will submit tothe de 
cision of the executive committee Saturday, order- 
ing mass meetings instead of primarics, is to suppose 
that they are ‘“‘dumb driven cattle,’ ready to wear 
the yoke of polit cal servitude and wince at every 
crack of the political lash. * * * The primary 
isthe established, the only established, the only 
just, the only a @ lable means of getting at the 
popular preference, and alloverthe state it isso 
recoguized. 

A mass meeting might possibly be tolerated at 4 
little rural precinct where all the people are ac- 
quainted with each other and an hour will complete 
the voting, but bere it is nothing less than an obvious 
suppression of the popular will. 

These mass meetings for Atlanta are to come off 
Friday night at 8:30 o’clock at two places, the two 
being utterly inadequate to hold the multitudes, 
and amid such a jam the votes of republicans, mi- 
nors and strangers, can no more be prevented or 
even watched and identified than a miracle can be 
wrought. Policemen, clerks, firemen and business 
men are generally accustomed to voting, consecu- 
tively one keeps open until the other returns. 
This consumes much of the day, and how can it be 
attended to after 8:20 Friday night, and especially 
since an appointment to meet at 8:30 ig virtually am 
appointment to begin business at 9. 

Enough. 

The people generally wil! not attend these mass 
meetings, will no tgo there and be crowded to suffo- 
cation in such weather as this, with no possible 
chance of preventing those frauds which may render 
their votes of no avail.

When, except 
the election of two years ago, was there a pri- 
mary election for delegates to nominate a sen- 
ator? 

If tyis matter is considered, it will be dis- 
covered that fora longterm of years the pri- 
mary has been, not the rule, but the exception. 

A Deep Disgust 
had fastened on the public mind on account of 
the methods of conducting these primary elec- 
tions. From a system of treating and cajoling 
the floating voter, the transition to hiring, i. e., 
buying his support, was easy and rapid. And 
it was a fact well known here for years that 
these primary elections were largely infiu- 
enced, if not sometimes controlled, by the im- 
proper, the corrupt use of money. The people 
got tired of this; the pockets of the candidates 
suffered woefully and of course they grew 
weary, and the primaries fell into disuse. 
The Street Corner Worker 
has not been mentioned, but surely heis not 
forgotten. He was an incident of these pri- 
maries—boosting his candidate—button-holing 
the voter—discussing the election for-days and 
weeks before it came off. With the cessation 
ofthe primary he disappeared from public 
view, and everybody wishes him weil in his 
enforced retirement. 
The Repeater 

was the great instrument of fraud in these 
primaries. He was walked alone or in pairs 
from poll to poll and voted as often as lie 
could escape detection, or a dozen of them 


} were hanled in a Jarge wagon, making the cir- 


cuit of allthe polls and earning every cent 
that has been paid fer his day’s work by 
voting and voting and yoting for the candi- 
date who had chosen him to do this voting. 
In the hour between 6 and 7 o’clock p. m. 
(which Mr. Brown’s resolutions carefally pro- 
vided for), the repeater wasin his prime for 
rapid work, for then in the twilight—the 
dusk, the dark—he was hard to 
identify.

Health—The Railway Crossings 
—Other Business. 


The excessively hot weather did not act as 
g deterrent on the members of the general 
council yesterday afternoon, for when Mayor 
Cooper rapped the jbody to order only three 
members were absent. 

The meeting proved wholly devoid of any 
sensational features, and, despite the fact that 
it lasted more than two hours, only a few im- 

t measures were acted on. 

Clerk Goldsmith read @ report of the board 
of bealth regarding the health of the city. 
This report was published in full in Tuk Con- 


STITUTION a few days ago. 

As soon as the clerk finished reading the 
report, Mr. Moran moved the: following: 
“That five thousand dollars from the contin- 
gent fand is hereby appropriated, 
tobe subject tothe order of the board of 
health, forthe purpose of promoting the sani- 
tary condition of the city.” 

Mr. Collier thought this should be referred 
to the finance committee, and he made a mo- 


tion to that effect. 

“Should this be done,’’ said Mr. Moran, ‘‘it 
would virtually kill the matter for this year at 
Jeast. There is no need of referring it to a 
committee ; why can not the council now act 
upon it? Why delay, in so important a mat- 
ter? The health of Atlanta is _in- 
volved and we should not  hes- 
istate. Perhaps our prompt action 
may avert an‘epidemic. We ought not to 
allow considerations of economy or money to 
stand in our way. The board of health in its 
report says tliat five thousand dollars is needed 
to maintain the healthfulness of Atlanta, and 
we should grant this amount. For these rea- 
sons, 1 object to referring the matter to a com- 
mittee.” 

Mr. Collier said it was not clear to him 
where this money would come from. He 
doubted whether the amount could be had. 
He said that, according to the report of the 
board of health, Atianta’s health is excellent, 
better than it was last year, despite the 
increase of population. “There is 
no ground for these reports about 
sickness in Atlanta,” continued Mr. Collier. 
The reports which have been published in the 
newspapers have done the city great injury. 
The facts do not justify these reports. No 
doubt the spirit which prompted these publica- 
tions was good. I think the matter should be 
referred to the committee.” 

It was decided to refer the matter to the 
finance committee and the board of aldermen 
with power to act. 

The balance- sheet for the quarter ending 
August 6th, shows the following unexpended 
apportionment: Salaries, $15,582.66 5 public 
buildings and *srounds, $3,239.61; sewers, 
€47,803.65; paving and curbing, $190,911.16; 
streets, ordinary, $25,174.21; cemetery, 
$1,970.41; public schools, $53,947.37; fire de- 
partment, $24,850.52; paupers and relief, 
$5,309.80; gas and lights, $14,289.54; police, 
$28,046.93 ; ‘waterworks, $20,297.61; sanitary, 
$13,097.10; technological school, $2,500; re- 
demption, $250; contingent, $22,845.56 ; inter- 
est and coupons, $77,810; L. P. Grant park, 
$4,396.37 ; artesian well, $5,403.20. 

Mr. Moran, in behalf of the committee ap- 
pointed to receive bids for market houses,

“To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of Atlanta: Gentlemen—The -Capi- 
tal City Land and Improvement company, of 
the city of Atlanta, hereby proposes to erect 
for the city one or more market houses, at such 
place or places, and of such character as may 
be agreed upon by saidecompany and your 
honorable body, as contemplated by section 
907 of Goodwin’s revised code. Provided the 
city, throngh its proper authorities, will bind 
itself tolease such market house or houses 
from said company for a term of fifteen years 
at $ percent interest on the actual cost of 
erecting such building or building$ and 
the cost of such land upon which 
the house or houses are placed, and exempt 
said property from city taxes during the term 
of lease, and at the expiration of said lease, to 
again lease the house or houses for another 
term of fifteen years, on the same condition, 
including exemption for city taxes for the term 


of the second lease; or if the city should at the 


time of the expiration of the first lease prefer, 
it shall have the right to purchase from said 
company, said property at the exact cost of 
erection of the house or houses, and the value 
of the land upon which such house or houses 
are erected.

Flaas, was adopted: ‘Resolved that a special 
committee of threo be appointed to ascertain 
if any city officer is neglecting the duties of his 
office by drunkenness or for any other reason 
and that the committee report at a regniar or 
special meeting of this council.” 

Mayor Cooper appointed the following mem- 
bers to serve on this comumittee: Haas, boyn- 
ton and Moran. 

Mr. Moran asked to be excused from serving 
ou this committee, and Mr: Woodward was ap- 
pointed in his stead. 

Mr. Woodward sprang a sensation in the 
shape.of an ordinance leveled at the railway 
companies whose trains run through the city.

it is perhaps crude. and. defective... If. any bet- 
ter remedy is suggested I shall certainly ac- 
quiesce in it. desire to do something to 
lessen the danger, and I know of no better 
Way than to bring the railways to terms.” 

“Tam opposed to the proposed ordinance,” 
eatd Mr. ewell: “for it is too extreeme; it 
will not attain the desired end. The railways 
havé certain rights which the council should 
net ignore. If any remedy ean be advised for 
the evil, Ishall do what I can to have it 
adopted, provided it be reasonable and Just.

Here is what occurred. When the honse 
met Mr. Outhwait, of Ohio, by unanimous 

consent, called wp the senate bill appropriat- 
fnz $40,000 for a government exhibit at the 
Colunrbus, Ohiv, exposition, - 

Mr. Wise, of Virginia, after consultation 
with Major Barnes, introduced an amendment 
to diyide any surplus of appropriations made 
for the Ohio Yalley centennial between the 
Augusta and Richmond expositions. Both Mr. 
W ise and Major Barnes spoke in favor of this. 
As soon as they concluded, however, Mr. Hen- 
dersou, of Lowa, offered an amendment appro- 
pristing $250.000 to aid the Atlanta Colored 
exposition to be held in 188 and 189. He 
argued that ifcongress gave aid to help her 
ex positions it should certainly be afforded to 
a struggting race which wished to show its ad- 
wancement aiter generations of slavery. 

Mr. Warner then arose and said he did not 
think Kansas City should be left out, and of- 
fered an amendment appropriating $40,000 for 
that exposition. | 

GEORGIANS IN A QUANDARY. 

Then the vote was taken upou the various 
amendments, and here is where the Georgia 
delegation was placed ina quandary. When the 
vote was taken upon the Augusta and Rich- 
mond amendment, Major Barnes was the only 
Georgian who voted at all. He,of course, voted 
aye. The balance of the delegation won not 
yote, although many were in their seats. Then 
the next vote was on the Atlanta amendment. 
Judye Crisp veted against it, but the others of 
the delegation retained their seats in silence. 

When the Kansas city one came up Judge 
Crisp again voted no, and so did Mr. Carlton, 
Dnt the others still remained mute. Ali the 
lamendments, however, passed, and then a vote 
was taken on the third reading “Of the 
bill. The yeas and nays were demanded, ant 
although the amendments passed, the thir 
reading was defeated by a vate fof 65 to % 
andthe bittwent-ever iudefiritely. 

HOW THEY VOTED. 

On this vote, which includes beth the At- 
lanta and Augusta exposition ‘appropriations, 
Judge Crisp, Mr. Candler and Mr. Turner 
voteil no on the first roli call. Major Barnes 
and Mr. Carlton waited for the second anc 
they too then voted no. 

Thus it will be seen that Major Barnes was 
placed in such a position that he voted agains 
his own city and the amendment which h 
worked so hard to get through in order to de 
feat the Atlanta amendment, to which he wa 
opposed on constitutional grounds, 

Messrs. Blount, Stewart, Grimes, Clement 
and Norwood were absent while this was goin 
on inthe house, and when Mr. Henderso 
was endeavoring to get $200,000 for the A 
anta exposition Senator Palmer was trying t 
get $4,000 for it in the senate. He calledu 
the bill, but Senator Beck objected and 
again went over.
